TEENAGE SMOKING 




After the ALA rescued Brooke Shields’ antismoking TV spots and print ads, she became ALA’s National Youth Chairman. 


On the eve of the annual meeting in Detroit, the 
federal government announced that Brooke 
Shields was an inappropriate spokesperson for 
its antismoking campaign, principally aimed at 
the adolescent population. The American Lung 
Association disagreed—and said so, in sharp 
language. A telegram was sent to Health and 
Human Services Secretary Richard Schweiker 
asking for release of the materials. These 
included a poster (“Smoking Spoils Your 
Looks”), two television spots of 30 and 10 sec¬ 
onds, and public service print advertisements. 

Five days later, the government gave the ALA 
permission to distribute the materials, substi¬ 
tuting its own logo. Mrs. Teri Shields and her 


famous daughter consented to this agreement 
Brooke Shields also volunteered to be the 
ALA’s National Youth Chairman. 

In the space of some eight weeks, she made 
four national appearances speaking out for the 
new ALA antismoking program. She appeared 
at press conferences in Detroit and New York; 
she testified before a Congressional investiga¬ 
tion subcommittee; she appeared on the “Good 
Morning America” television program. 

Managing director James A Swomley subse¬ 
quently reported to the board of directors, “Our 
press clippings suggest the Brooke Shields’ 
antismoking effort is the most widely publicized 
campaign in our history.” ±
